It would certainly be 
their duty, as it would be their desire, if possi- 
ble, to do so. 'Disruption' should indeed be the 
'last resort.' 

"Still however, if they should, after mature 
deliberation, become satisfied, that dissolution 
would be the only remedy, it could not, in the 
very nature of the case, be carried into instant 
effect. It would require several months, and dur- 
ing that time, the reaction in the nun-slavchold- 
iug States might be so decided and salutary, as 
to evince a sense of returning justice and of re- 
newed fealty to the Constitution. Indeed, »c 
already see the indication of a favorable reaction, 
which encourages the hone, that the patriotism of 
the North will save us from the necessity of 
resorting to the ultimatum of the 'Georgia Plat- 
form.' It is evinced by the recent elections, and 
has been brought about by the noble and self- 
sacrificing efforts of the sound men of the non- 
slaveuolding States. At all events, the Conven- 
tion would not act hastily. Whilst they mould 
proceed irith the firmness 9/ unalterable purpose, 
they Would aim art with ircll considered jirudence 
and caution. Then irould not adopt an ordinanre 
for immediate and unconditional disruption; but 
provide for it to take effect at a day future, suffi- 
ciently remote to admit of this reaction. In the 
mean time the popular elections will have trans- 
pired in the nou-slaveholding States; another 
Congress may have assembled, who, upon recon- 
sideration, and seeing the position of Georgia, 
and the peril of the Union, tnav admit Kansas as 
aslaveholdingState. LET THE ORDINANCE 
OK RESISTANCE, therefore, UK FRAMED so 
as to allow time for reaction, if need be, and to 
be null and void upon the admission of Kansas br 
a specified day luture, BUT TO TAKE EFFECT, 
ipso facto upon its final rejection. This would 
present the most powerful appeal to the non-slave- 
holding States, in favor of the rights of the South 
and the Union. Above all, it would make them 
responsible for consequences, and vindicate the 
position of Georgia in the estimation of mankind. 
I CONSCIENTIOUSLY BELIEVE THIS TO

recommend it. Oeorgia has solemnly declared,

If, however, you wish to invite and 
enromase further aggression — if you wish to 
bring dishonor, disgrace and ruin on the South — 
to make our lovely country a prairie in the Re- 
public, composed of dependents on the favor of

John Hell, the candidate of the great Consti- 
tutional - Union - Opposition American- Know- 
Nothini, Arc, party, has several times made a 
mathematical calculation of the Value of the 
Union, and come to the conclusion that unless 
the North and the South quit talking at each 
other, he is in for "letting her slide." He said 
in 1850: 

"Sir, no man who loves his country, no rann 
who has any just pride in the reflection that he is 
an American citizen, but must desire that these 
dissensions should cease. For, sir, it is not a mere 
question whether ire shall preserre the I niun; tor 
that may be, and yet prove NO OR EAT BOOM 
either to ourselves ur to our posterity. The ques- 
tion is not whether these States shall continue 
united according to the covenant by which they 
are bound together. It is, whether tney shall 
continue unit>d in heart; whether they shall Oon- 
tinue to be practically and efficiently co-operative 
in carrying out the great ends of the association. 
The question is whether mutual trust and confi- 
dence shall continue to animate and encourage 
mutual efforts in promoting a d multiplying com- 
mon benefit ; or whether mutual hatred and dis- 
trust shall step in to check all progress; to distract 
and confound all joint endeavors for welfare; in 
fine, to entail upon the country all the evils of 
endless disconl. That is the question. And 
when you present that issue to me, 1 SAY GIVE 
ME SEPARATION; G I V E ME DISUNION; 
t)ive me anything in preference to a Union sustain- 
ed only by potcrr; by constitutional and leyal lire, 
without reciprocal trust and confidence. If our 
future career is to be one of eternal discard, of 
emery crimination and recriminatiou, GIVE ME 
RATHER SEPARATION WITH ALL ITS 
CONSEQUENCES If I am to be at peace, let 
it be peace in reality; and if I am to be at war, 
let me know it at once, that I may put my house 
in order and be ready to meet the consequences. 

"So, sir, If I should dictate the course of Con- 
gress in the present difficulties, 1 would say, let 
Wie adjustment be made in the real spirit of con- 
cession, compromise, and conciliation. Let us 
htivc some assurance that ihis promised harmony 
shall be permanent. Slay this agitation, allay 
this burning fever that threatens to consume the 
system, terminate this painful suspense, which is 
more intolerable thap open ruptuie. If we of the 
South have made up our minds to yield nothing, 
to endure nothing, or if a better spirit actuates, 
and we are prepared both to yield something and 
endure something, and yet can not bring our 
Northern brethren to any terms of just and equit- 
able arrangement, and they will continue to vex 
and haras-* us, noir and forever, let us resolve and 
let them suffer us to manure our own affairs in our 
•wn way." 

That'-; not all. About the very last time 
the good people of Tennessee would let the 
old gentleman speak lor them in the I*. S. 
Senate, on the ISth March, 1858 — he said : 

/'When the North shall, by any deliberate aet, 
deprive the South of any fair, and just, and equal 
participation in the benefits of the Union — if, for 
example, the territory now proposed to be admit- 
ted into the Union as a State [Kansas] had not 
been subject to an interdict of slavery for thirty 
years — if it were a territory such as that lying 
west of Arkansas, by climate adapted to slave 
labor, and by population already a slave territory; 
and if, on an application for such a territory for 
admission into the Union as a slave State, the 
powerful North, without any of the feelings and 
sentiments naturally growing out of the repeal of 
Hie Missouri Compromise in regard to Kansas, 
should deliberately announce to the South, 'you 
shall have no more slave States,' that would af- 
ford a pretext with which the South might, with 
some reason, and with some assurance o f the ap- 
proval of the virilized world and posterity, SEEK 
TO DISSOLVE THE UNION." 

Yancey got his idea of a Southern League 
from these speeches of Hell, and what he 
meant by the next aggression upon which the 
cotton States were to be precipitated into a 
revolution, is exactly stated by John Hell. 
Yancey's letter to Slaughter is dated June, 
1858, just three months after Hell's speech, 
and the latter unquestionably encouraged the 
idea of resistance by revolution. 



Ereretl's Answer to Hie Norfolk 
Question*. 

TA'ould the Southern States be justified in 
seceding from the Union in the event of Lin- 
coln's election, and should the Federal Gov- 
ernment use force to resist their secession? 
This is the sum and substance of the Norfolk 
questions. Mr. Dowlas' answer is well known. 
Ho is repeating it everywhere, and seems to 
claim it as a copyright. He denies that the 
Southern States can secede for any cause, and 
says if they attempt to do so, they are guilty 
of rebellion, and that he is ready to aid the 
Federal Government in dealing with them as 
traitors. Mr. Everett responds in a very 
different spirit. He says in language no less 
striking in its truthfulness than beautiful in 
its rhetoric: 

The suggestion that the Union can be maintained 
by the numerical predominance and military prowess 
ot one section, exerted to coerce the other into sub- 
mission, is, in m) judgment, as self-cnntradictor> as 
it is dangerous. It comes loaded with the -loath 
smell from fields wot with brothers' blood. If the 
vital principle of all republican government "is the 
consent of the governed." much more does a union 
of co -quid sovereign States require, as its basis, the 
harmony of i's members and their voluntary co-op- 
eratiuu in its organic functions. 

Edteard Everett's Letter of Acceptance. 

It would be a work of supererogation on 
our part to elaborate Mr. Everett's proposi- 
tion. It is full and clear. It stands in bold 
contrast to the demagogucry of Douglas. The 
Illinois Senator may draw down the shouts of 
a crowd by attempting to play for their amuse- 
ment the part of a little Hickory. He may 
denounce "disunionists" and propose to hang 
"traitors" as high as Hainan. 

This is all very well, perhaps, but we 
should like to see the kind of gallows he will 
erect to execute the vengeance of violated law 
upon a sovereign State of the Confederacy. 
The treason is to lie apprehended in this shape 
— the traitor is likely to make li s appearance 
armed and covered with the panoply of State 
sovereignty. John lirown was an individual 
breaker of the laws, and he died at ('h:\rles- 
town. The State of Ohio, through the official 
act of her chief magistrate, Gov. Dennison, 
has violated the letter of the Constitution in 
refusing todeliver over to Kentucky a fugitive 
from justice charged with high crimes anil 
misdemeanors, yet Ohio stands up unabashed 
and unchallenged in the Union, and has nearly 
double the vote of Kentucky in the electoral 
colleges and in Congress. Will Mr. Dongas 
hang Ohio as high as Hainan? The idea that 
any number of individuals could secede from 
or dissolve the Federal Union is absurd and. 
contradictory in terms. States alone could at- 
tempt secession, and States cannot be dealt with 
as individuals. Hence the much vaunted an- 
swer of Douglas amounts to mere election- 
eering buncombe. It does not meet the ques- 
tion in any sensible aspect. If his answer 
means anything, it is an assertion that the 
Union can be maintained by the military 
power of the Federal Government — a theory 
which puts to flight every idea of self-govern- 
ment, State sovereignty, and civil liberty, and 
is, in the beautiful language of Everett, a 
suggestion that corn's loaded with the death 
smell from fields wet with brotlters' blood. 

Upon the questions pertainin;to slavery and 
slave property, Mr. Everett entertains views in 
common with the most ultra Abolitionists of 
the North, for which we condemn him; yet in 
his answer to the Norfolk questions he writes 
like a patriot and a statesman, and we award 
him the praise of being in this particular im- 
measurably above the flippant demagogucry 
of Douglas.
